JOHN BIDDLE.

John Biddie was born at Wotton-under- 
edge, in the county of Gloucester, im tho 
year 1615, His parents were respeciabie 
and pious. After he had received the ru- 

_diments of a good education at the Gram- 
-mar School ot his native town, he proceed- 
to the University of Oxford. Here he 
prosecuted his studies with so much assi- 
* duity and success, as greatly to promote 
his own reputation andthe credit of the 
| University. That liberal tone of thinking 
| which led him, at a later period, to scru- 
'tinize and impugn popular errors, began 
|to evince itself during the progress of his 
college studies; for we are told, “‘ that he 
'did so philosophise, that it might be ob-

'than authority.” This is at once the ev- 
‘idence and the just eulogium of an origin- 
‘al mind; and in the days of Biddle was a 
faculty as rare as it was invaluable. In 
1638, he graduated B. A. and assumed 


| which he filled with singular efficiency. A 
short time after, he accepted an invitation 
| to become the master of a Grammar Schoo! 
lin the city of Gloucester, in which station, 
also, he acquitted himself so admirably of 
his duties, that parents who had the op- 
portunity of committing their sons to his 
direction, congratulated themselves on 
their felicity. 

In this situation, Mr. Biddle found leis- 
ure to follow the bent of his mind. He 
devoted himself, with all his characteristic 
moral ardor, to the study of the Scrip- 
tures. These holy records, without any 
other aid than is afforded by purity of mind, 
and fervent prayer for divine illumination, 
and the dictates of a well disciplined un- 
derstanding, he made the sole criterion 
and measure of his creed. This is the 
proper method o” procedure. We fear 
that even men whose general pringjples 
are deserving of high respect, act errone- 
ously in this matter. They denounce the 
authority of Popes, but they are enslaved 
by commentators. The decrees of coun- 
cils, with them avail only as so much musty 
parchment, but the opinions of Grotius, or 
Priestley, or Cappe, are of paramount au- 
thority.
